PW YORK, March 2!.—(Special.)— 
N Hurled about'in a cab which had 
been overturned by a collision with 
"a northbound car, Mrs. J. M. Quinn, a 
wealthy resident of Attanta, Ga., and her 
maid, had a narrow escape from death 
this afternoon at Broadway and Thirty- 
sixth street. 
Crossing the tracks directiy in the 
path of the car, the cab was thrown 4 


distanée of 10 feet by the impact when 
the collision occurred and both Occupants 
Were tossed violently about. Only by a 
matter of inches did they escape being 
thrown through the door and crushed 
ufider the vehicle as it upset. 

Then the cab was lifted again to an 
upright position both Mrs. Quinn and 
the maid were found to have suffered 
severely from shock, but newhker had 
been seriously injured. They were car- 
ried to the Marlborough hotel, direculy 


opposite the point of the accident, and 
were attended by the house physician. 

Later they recovered sufficiently to be 
removed to the Imperial hotel where 
Mrs. Quinn has been a guest since her 
arrival in this city, a week or two aguvu. 

The accident occurred. in full view of a 
throng of persons promenading Broadway 
and caused considerable excitement. A 
crowd quickly surrounded the  over- 
turned vehicle, and together with pas- 
sengers of the car released tne two wo- 
nien frém their perilous postion. 

Mrs. Quinn, with her maid, “had teft 
the Imperial a few moments belore the 
aceident and was on a shopping tour. 
Inside the cab Mra. Quinn and her maid 
saw the car apprvaching and had par- 
tially opened the door to spring. A mo- 


ment later the crash came.

Doctrine Declared “‘Monstrous’’ and 
‘Subversive of our Dual System 
of Government’ by Members 
of House Committee on 
Judiciary.

Washington, March 2!.—(Special.)— 
Takjng sharp issue with President Roose- 
velt, the house committee on judiciary 
declares it cannot follow his recommen- 
dations that congress provide for federa! 
control of great corporations and, if pos- 
sible. for the contro] of life insurance as 
interstate commerce. 

Coming as does its report from the re- 
publican majority of the committee on 
judiciary, this report has all the essen- 
tials of a repudiation by leading mem- 
bers of his party in congress of these 
features of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage. 

The report in question denies the right 
of the federal government to take away 
from the states their police powers, ¢z- 
pressing its dissent in strong language. 

‘‘Let it be said kindly, but not offensive. 
ly,” is the language of the report, “that 
it is a2 monstrous doctrine, subversive of 
our dual system of government, to even 
suggest, after the distribution of these 
great powers between the federal govern- 
ment and the states, that the federal 
government created by the states can 
take from the states the power they hgve 
always enjoyed and which is expressly 
reserved to them by the constitution. 
Hamilton himself never made such @ 
claim.’’ 

Report Practically Unanimous. 

The report has been drafted by Chatfr- 
man Jenkins, of the committee and is 
now in the hands of members. of the 
committee for their perusal. An, unof- 
ficial poll of the members, of thé com- 
mittee indicates that with practieally no 
exceptions they concur in the correct- 
ness of this conclusion.

Roosevelt Tells Gompers That He 
Will Not Have Men in Govern- 
ment Service Going to Con- 
gress Asking for In- 
creased Pay.

Washington, March  2!.—President 
Roosevelt. received a large body of the 
representatives of organized labor this 
afternoon at the white house and talded 
to them about their urgent request for 
the enactment of labor measures now 
pending before congress. 

Samuel Gompers, president, and Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, headed the dele- 
gation, which consisted of about a hun- 
dred members of the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and an Official of practically all import- 
ant labor organizations of the country. 

Secretary Morrison read to the presi- 
dent a memorial of the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation, urging 
action on the various demands for legis- 
lation being made by the organized labor 
interests of the country. The memorial 
dwelt particularily on the eight hour 
law, and its enforcement on government 
work ,ingluding the Panama cans; and 
the immigration laws, especially the 
Chinese exclusion aws. President 
Roosevelt replied in an extended address, 
In concluding he said: 

“Now a word as to the petitioning of 
employees to congress. That stands in 
no shape or way on a par with the pe- 
titioning of men not employed by ‘he 
government. I- cannot have and wil] not 
have, ‘when I can prevent it, men who 
are concerned in the admir@stration of 
government affairs, going to congress 
and asking for increased pay. without 
the permission of the heads of the de- 
partments. 

“Their. business is to come through 
the heads of departments. This applies 
to postmasters, to army and navy offi- 
cers, to clerks in the government depart- 
ments, to laborers: it applies to each 3n1 
all, and must apply, as a matter of 
simple discipline.’’

Roads Declared Unconstitutional. 


Austin, Texas, March 2!.—The court of 
civil appeals to this; the third district, to- 
day declared unconstitutional the '!gw 
passed at the last regular session of the 
Texas legislature assessing a special two 
per cent, tax on the gross earnings of 
all railroads. The law is set aside and 
annulled on the grounds that it seeks to 
place a tax on the gross receipts, both 
state an dinterstate of railroad companies, 
which is in violation of the federal con- 
stitution. By this judgment the state 
will lose several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in taxes and saves to the railroads 
at present nearly $200,000 in the way of 
penalties accumulated in consequences of 
their refusal to pay the taxes.

York on March 23. It is expected that 
some highly interesting developmenis 
will take place, indicating fraud on the 
part of the slrippers, which amount to 
forced rebates from published iarif! 
rates.’’ 

A member of the cominission stated to- 
day that the commission proposed to go 
to the very bottom of the alleged trauds 
and false description of property. They 
would see,, he said, wmat the investiga- 
tion developed before entering into con- 
sideration of the question of criminal 
prosecution.

the lower rate.

Hattie Warren told the jury that she 
was lured to Spriggs’ house in February, 
i905. while she was ‘intoxicated. lier 
clothing was taken from she. said, 
and she was. held a prisoner until she 
succeeded in making. her escape, last 
July. During her stay at the house, 
according to -her story, all doors and 
windows were barred, and the only 
clothing given her consisted of one gar- 
ment. She was forced to associate with 
the negro men who frequented the house, 
and when.she complained of her treat- 
ment, Spriggs beat her. 

On cross-examination, she admitted 
that on numerous occasions she had vis- 
ited hotels in the vicinity of the Spriggs 
place, and that she was permitted to 
write letters to one of the men who 
called upon her.. Asked why She didn’t 
go to the’ Mercer: street police station 
when she visited a hotel near the sta- 
tion house, and report that she was be- 
ing detained by Spriggs against her will, 
she said that’ she feared to go there be- 
cause she had been threatened. 

Cora Chester, who said she was an in- 
mate of the Spriggs house for five years, 
was the next witness. Her experiences 
in the houf®. accor@ng to her story, 
were much the same as those of Hattie 
Warren.

resulting from the lynching of the negro 
Johnson. The business section of the 
city is quiet and there are no groups of 
negroes on the streets, as was the case 
yesterday. Guard details from the three 
companies of the state militia remained 
at the armory all night and a squad 
from the battery artillery with a gatiing 
gun was kept at police headquarters unti! 
morning. 

The funeral of the negro Johnson was 
held’ this afternoon, but the hour was 
hot announced, as it was the desire to have 
the services conducted without. the pres- 
Sence Of a crowd. 

Most. of the factories resumed opera- 
tions today, but some of them were snort 
of help. There is considerable unrest, 
but the conservative element of citizens 
is of the opinion that there will be no 
further trouble.

We sincerely trust this fear is un- 
founded and that the postoffice de- 
partment will reconsider its seeming 
determination to discontinue the poor- 
er routes in the remote rural re- 
gions. Admittedly many of these 
routes in the southern states are not 
self-supporting and cannot hope to be, 
perhaps, for years to come. Nor were 
they expected to be self-supporting by 
congress when the rural free delivery 
act was passed. No more. so, we 
might say, than the mail service fur- 
nished the government by some of the 
steamship lines to Central and South 
America is expected to be self- 
supporting. The principle involved 


Our Columbia contemporary, which/jn the maintenance of the rural free 


delivery service is practically iden- 
tical with that involved in the foreign 
mail service mentioned, although, of 
course, no_ international question of 
public convenience figures. However, 
the principle involved is that of pub- 
lic convenience, and the government 
owes ifs own citizens at home as 
much consideration. of the kind as it 
Owes its own citizens or foreigners 
abroad. 

Speaking for these weak little rural 
routes of Georgia, and of the other 
southern states, The Constitution 
would urge the very point of their re- 
moteness from populous centers and 


as the reason why they deserve to be 
fostered and encouraged in every pos- 
sible way by the postoffice depart- 
ment. The rural free delivery mail 
route is almost the sole link of pub- 
lic communication between these se- 
questered places and the great world 
without. Many of them are a day's 
journey from a railroad stattion and 
have not access to the interurban trol- 
ley line and party line telephone now 
so common in many of the rural dis- 
tricts of the east. Many of the farm- 
ers living along these rural postal 
routes do not find time in the busy 
season to go to the nearest postoffice 
oftener than once in a fortnight, or 
even once in a month, and their iso- 
lation could not well be more com- 
plete. The rural free delivery service 
has become a great factor of sociabil- 
ity, as well as a positive convenience 
of communication, in their lonely 
lives. It keeps them in touch with the 
outside world. It is one of the refin- 
ing influences of civilization. 

Since the establishment of rural 
free delivery many of these remote 
routes have showu marked improve- 
ment in many ways as the result of 
the improved postal service. The 
lessening of their isolation by this 
means has resulted in checking the 
tendency of the young men to leave 
the farm for the city, and the popula- 


tion has increased as the result of new: 


families moving in and new farms be- 
ing opened. Land values have ad- 
vanced and a new air of progress and 
enterprise has begun to manifest it- 
self. 

But nobody can question the benign 
influence of this improved postal ser- 
vice in the rgral regions. That is self. 
evident. What the public will object 
to is the seeming disposition of the 
postoffice department to reduce the 
question to one of mercenary consifd- 
eration, whereas the governmental 
principle involved is far higher than 
the mere commerciel view. 
these routes that make such a poor 
showing when it comes to counting 
their mail pieces have made a marked 
improvement in social and material 
respects since the route. was estab- 
lished, and left to progress at the 
same ratio of improvement they will 
one day make their routes selt- 
supporting. They ought to be left free 
to do this and not compelled to re- 
lapse into their former non-progres- 
sive isolation through the loss of this 
“gape heseicgsip, postal service. 

Friends of rural free delivery should 
rally to its aid in this crisis. Public 
sentiment is decidedly against cuttinz 
off these weaker routes, and the post- 
office department should be made ae- 
quainted with this fact in no unmis-

AT COLUMBUS 


Chattahoochee River Reach- 
ed Highest Stage in 
Four Years.

Columbus, Ga., March 21.—(Special.j— 
After having registered a depth at the 
Columbus wharf of 32 feet last night, the 
highest stage in four years, the Chatta- 
hooche river was slowly falling today.
